REPORT OF THE TREASURER 


To the President and Trustees of Williams College 


The financial report of the Treasurer covering the 
operation of the College for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1942 is herewith submitted. The books of account have been 
audited, and the certificate of the accountants, Patterson & 
Ridgway of New York City, appears on an adjoining page. 


You will note by reference to Exhibit "B", on page 
3, that there is a charge to Surplus, for the year, of 
$21,748.12. This is after appropriating $64,436.01 from 
general funds for capital additions to the College Plant, 
the largest item of which is $60,966.70 for new Chemistry 
building addition. The additional laboratory space, on 
three floors connecting with Thompson Chemical Laboratory 
Building, is completed and in active use by the large group 
of students interested in extending their knowledge of this 
science. The total cost of the addition with equipment of 
the latest type was $125,610.79. 


During the year a college-owned house in Spring 
Street has been converted at an expenditure of $20,435.65 in- 
to a convenient meeting place and headquarters for social and 
business gatherings for returning alumni. The cost has been 
entirely met by donations - as well as the cost of upkeep. 
Its interior arrangements and decorations have received high 
praise embodying as they do the skill and energy of Kenneth 
Reynolds '16 and his enthusiastic group of backers and 
helpers. 


Current cash for general college purposes is sub- 
stantially larger than heretofore reported at June 30. This 
is wholly accounted for by the payment of student bills for a 
college term beginning June 29, 1942. For the first time in 
the history of Williams a regular term of full instruction is 
being held throughout midsummer. The present indications are 
that this War time measure will be markedly successful; the 
attitude of students and teachers displays unstinted desire 
to play to the full our part for Defense as becomes our mili- 
tary past. 


On the opposite page are diagrams showing propor- 
tions of our principal items of expenses and receipts. Cash 
received from students for tuition and dormitory rooms, and 


income from permanent funds, are our main support; although 
the current donations from generous alumni and friends make 
it possible for us to add the extra equipment and service 
which are so helpful in rounding out our full program. 


On the following pages you will find the detail 
and schedules of the complete report of the auditors.
